Corporation Lawyers 
Letting Loose 


There appeared yesterday a sinister 
statement signed by a sub-committee of 
New York lawyers of the Bar Association of 
the State. If ever there was a treacherous, 
tricky and un-American call for scrapping 
the Constitutional liberties of the American 
people this brazen document is it. 

The sub-Committee “warns” against the 
“insidious infiltration of Communism” into 
the labor movement. The Committee ex- 
presses its anger at the “sentimental” press 
which prints news reports from Spain, 
China, and other foreign places, because 
these reports “arouse militant public opin- 
ion.” The Committee takes a swipe at such 
people as ex-Ambassador Dodd for his crit- 
icism of Hitlerism—‘“public officials should 
know better,” it declares. In true Brown 
Shirt style, the Committee voices its con- 
tempt of school teachers and University 
faculty members who take a stand on public 
questions of the day, sneering at “neophytes 
in professional robes.“ 

Coupled with their virulence against 
labor and progressives, there goes a crack 
against any American interest in collective 
action with other powers to preserve peace— 
a natural combination. 

Americans don’t need a keen nose to smell 
in this cynically un-American document the 
all-too familiar arguments of a Hitler or any 
anti-democratic tyrant. 

The names of the signers of this docu- 
ment, which insults the American people, is 
enough to give the whole show away. There 
is not a single signer who is not a hired 
corporation lawyer, stooge of the big corpora- 
tions. Every one of these twelve has served 
faithfully the worst enemies of labor. Former 
Mayor John O’Brien, Tammany hack whose 
administration was a disgrace to the City 
because of its backwardness and corruption; 
Former Police Commissioner John O’Ryan, 
the man who wanted “a week in which to 
clean up” the labor movement of New York 
with police-clubs; Jeremiah T. Mahoney, the 
Tammany stooge who tried to brand La- 
Guardia as a “red” in the last City elections 
and who got the licking of his life from the 
people of New York; Louis Babcock, director 
of the Lackawanna and Western Railroad 
and Brigadier-General in the National Guard 
—and so on down the list. 

These are the worst enemies of labor, 
democracy, and true Americanism. Naturally, 
they profess their belief in civil liberty. But 
their document, which does not by any man- 
ner or means represent the opinion of the 
legal profession, if put into effect, would bury 
everything that is sacred in American 
liberty. 

These men are speaking for the die-hard, 
reactionary corporate interests who were 
‘trounced by the American people in 1936 
and in the recent Mayoralty elections. 

Wrapping themselves in the American 
flag of which they show themselves utterly 
unworthy, they are playing the game of Fas- 
cism at home and abroad. They want to 
paralyze American thought on vital issues: 
they want to gag the press, and stifle 
discussion. | 

In 1776, the American patriots had to 
face the insults and plottings of the Amer- 
ican Tories. The American people still have 
the job of defending their liberty against 
the Tories of 1988 of the type found in the 
Bar Association Committee.

“The battle has certainly influenced opinion here 
in favor of the Loyalists. Their military efficiency has 
been demonstrated, and all the available evidence 
would seem to show that it is growing... > 

“There is no sign of an end to the war, and it is 
possible that German and Italian intervention will 
now increase. It is not believed here that Germany 
and Italy mean to relax their effort in Spain. It is 
true that Italian infantry have been withdrawn in 
considerable numbers, but supplies of war material, 
as well as pilots, artillerymen. engineers and other 
specialists, continue to reach the rebels. German mili- 
tary aeroplanes arrive after non-stop flights. They 
leave Germany immediately after dark, pass over the 
Swiss Jura, and, at great heights, over Southern 
France, crossing the Pyrenees at various points. When- 
ever attempts are made to get into wireless com- 
munication with thent they immediately put out their 
lights. 

The Germans are making a special effort to 
strengthen their political and economic position in 
Bilbao. They are investing capital in Bilbao indus- 
tries partly with a view to counteracting British com- 
mercial influence. They have started a vigorous pro- 
German propagandist campaign, using the German 
Consulate at Bilbao as a base. Nazi pamphiets in 


Bilbao, and Navi propagandist films (such as “The 
Triumph of the Will,’ are being shown in the picture 
theatres. 

“The Italian effort is similar, though perhaps less 
successful, for the Italians are on the whole more un- 
popular than the Germans, chiefly, it would seem,
